Memo for Tax Collectors 


HE commissioner of revenue for the State of 

Kentucky has made public his grievance that 
the great Thoroughbreds in the central Blue 
Grass region are not assessed at their true values. 
He points out, as a sort of absurdity, that one 
$50,000 horse is assessed for tax purposes at 
$5,000. 

His statement on the subject will be taken at its 
face value by most of those who read it, and there 
will necessarily be a substantial amount of public 
disapproval of the practice of assessing a sup- 
posedly valuable Thoroughbred at a figure far 
below his estimated value. Public disapproval is 
presumably what the office of the tax commis- 
sioner is seeking, as a lever to help him raise the 
State’s revenues, and it will not be slow in ma- 
terializing, for a $50,000 horse assessed at one- 
tenth of his value represents an injustice to other 
taxpayers, if you let the other taxpayers judge 
from that one fact alone and withhold the rest of 
the story. 

The man who owns @ $50,000 horse usually owns 
other horses. On the face of things, each of these 
horses has a market value as an individual, and 
the average value of the group might indicate to 
the uninitiated that it represents a fair appraisal 
of the earning capacity of the group as a com- 
mercial investment. The fact of the matter is 
that it represents nothing of the sort; and the 
probability is that it never will represent any- 
thing of the sort. 

Whirlaway has earned $247,336 this year, but 
Calumet Farm probably will show a net loss for 
the year on the racing stable and breeding farm. 
Joseph E. Widener has at Elmendorf Farm the 
stallion *Sickle, for which he paid about $100,000, 
and which has twice led the sire list, but there is 
no possibility that Elmendorf Farm is operated at 
a profit. Col. E. R. Bradley has won the Ken- 
tucky Derby four times and has lost it at least 
twice with horses better than the winner, but Idle 
Hour Stock Farm and the Bradley racing stable 
have scarcely earned enough this year to pay op- 
erating expenses for two months.

We can also find examples of owners who make 
a profit on their horses. But the fact remains 
that the valuation of a Thoroughbred stallion 
does not represent the whole picture. A stallion 
is useless without mares. Mares are useless with- 
out foals. Foals are useless without feed, care, 
and training. A stallion is not a self-sufficient 
unit, but simply one of the wheels in a vast and 
complicated and expensive machinery whose net 
product, in most cases, is a monetary loss. 

Now, if a State wishes to tax horses as the lux- 
uries which they are, it can do so, of course. It 
can put the rare items, the $50,000 horses, in a 
category to themselves and collect on their value 
as it collects on the value of diamonds, and the 
tax-conscious public probably will shout hurrah. 
The apparent effect would be only a slight in- 
crease in the losses already being taken. This 
business of assessing a $50,000 horse at some- 
thing near his supposed value would not of itself 
greatly increase the disadvantages incurred in the 
expensive pursuit of gratification in the form of 
fast horseflesh. You can nearly always put one 
more straw on the camel’s back. 

But perhaps the tax collectors in Kentucky 
ought to decide before settling down to a perma- 
nent policy, whether they are tired of having in 
the State the greatest collection of light horse 
breeding farms in the world. If so, there are sev- 
eral other states which will be very happy indeed 
to divide them up. Other states are offering 


subsidies for Thoroughbred breeding. 


Now comes the Kentucky Saddle, Hunter and 
Walking Horse Association—over the protest of 
George Swinebroad, who has resigned as presi- 
dent—to propose that a 3 per cent tax be imposed 
upon pari-mutuel betting in the State and that €5 
per cent of the revenue be used to pay county fair 
and horse show premiums. Since there are many 
fairs and horse shows, a big lobby for this pro- 
posal is virtually automatic. Also virtually auto- 
matic is a bitter division of interest between the 
various horse interests in the State. Kentucky 
racing cannot take financial punishment as racing 
can in New York and California, nor is it well 
fortified against a political snatching contest.

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The Unions’ Pickets 
Boo the Chief

OLLYWOOD, Calif.—Saturday, September 

13, was Governor’s Day at the Los Angeles 
County Fair at Pomona. Second day of the Po- 
mona races, the best fair races run in the United 
States, was featured by the Governor’s Handicap, 
which was won by Urge Me. Governor Culbert 
Olson was not on hand, as scheduled, to crown 
the winner. He had not been on hand on opening 
day, either. On Friday he had been busy con- 
ferring with fair representatives and with repre- 
sentatives of the Teamsters and Building Service 
Trades Unions in an effort to settle labor diffi- 
culties, remove pickets from the premises of the 
fair grounds. Pickets had appeared, plodded 
their weary rounds on opening day, as Dave Beck 
of the Teamsters Union and other labor leaders 
had premised. 

After the conference, Governor Olson an- 
nounced that an agreement had been reached and 
that pickets would no longer earn their $3 daily 
fee at Pomona. On the day held in his honor, the 
governor was scheduled to appear at the fair 
grounds at 11:30 for special ceremonies. He at- 
tended a picnic instead. He reached the fair 
finally at 4:30 in the afternoon, when the running 
races were about over. As his limousine drew 
up to the main gate, his mouth fell open in sur- 
prise. Pickets were still plodding. In the devi- 
ous ways of unions everywhere, the matter had 
not been settled by merely having duly ac- 
credited representatives of the union come to an 
ag~eement with the Los Angeles County Fair and 
the State. The Pomona Labor Council had re- 
fused to ratify the agreement made the previous 
day. 

Law in California, as elsewhere, forbids pickets 
to do more than wear sandwich boards, bear 
placards—and plod. It specifically forbids pick- 
ets to touch anyone, speak to anyone, even to 
each other, utter a sound. Technically, a picket 
could be ejected from his post for asking another 
picket for a match. This stipulation has been 
circumvented in several cases, notably in the 
case of the Walt Disney Studios strike, by plac- 
ing sound trucks directly across the street from 
picket pests and blaring forth recorded speeches 
about the injustice of The Interests. There were 
no sound trucks at Pomona, but when the gover- 
nor’s limousine pulled up to the gate, there were 
unpleasant noises. 

First, the four pickets at the main gate drew 
respectfully aside. As the governor emerged 
from his car, however, other pickets drew up 
and loud boos rent the air. The governor paused 
a moment, flushed, then hurried through the gate 
at a 1:10 clip that had his retainers skipping 
along to keep up with him. Governor Olson is a 
quiet and rather retiring man, is easily embar- 
rassed. He was noticeably upset by the booing 
reception. He sped through a section of the fair 
grounds, made a perfunctory examination of a 
few exhibits, hurried out again after a few min- 
utes. He explained that he could not attend the 


governor’s dinner, at which he was to be guest of

henor, as he had to make a radio address. He 
did speak on the radio that evening, but did not 
mention such matters as picket lines. He de- 
fended the California movie industry, charged by 
a Senate investigating committee with making 
propaganda films against Hitlerism and thus vio- 
lating the country’s dubious neutrality. 

The Building Trades pickets were ostensibly at 
Pomena because three non-union carpenters had 
been hired to do a small job. The Teamsters 
pickets were ostensibly there as a token of sym- 
pathy. Actually, both labor organizations have 
long been seeking a closed shop at all fairs, and 
Beck's Teamsters Union, which reputedly em- 
ploys more slug-ugly henchmen than any union 
in the country, has long been seeking a foothold 
among race track and stable employees. Thus 
far the labor unions have been unsuccessful in 
both attempts. 

It seemed strange that the pickets should have 
greeted Olson with boos, raspberries, and Bronx 
cheers. The day before he had said publicly that 
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Saturday, September 20, 1941 


he expected to have Pomona completely union- 
ized by 1942, something that Pomona’s manage- 
ment says it won’t tolerate and that the public at 
large, which has made the Los Angeles County 
Fair and its races the most successful in the 
land, does not seem to approve. Beck and the 
others seem to have something of a champion in 
Olson, and the acts the two unions have com- 
mitted here in the past have gained them few 
champions this side of Stalin. 

The pickets’ charge of Pomona certainly did 
not deter the crowds from pouring through the 
gates, thousand by milling thousand. The fair 
as a whole and the races in particular are certain 
to be the most successful in Pomona’s highly 
successful history. The crowd at the races on 
the first day bet more than $185,000, a fair sum 
to be wagered at any small track on a Friday 
afternoon. On the first Saturday, Pomona’s race 
crowd soared to an estimated 25,000 and the 
betting reached more than $328,000, breaking all 
records. 

Furthermore, Pomona’s barns are filled with 
virtually the same caliber of Thoroughbreds that 
have made up the majority of races at all of 
California’s professional race courses. They in- 
clude many lower-bracket stakes horses that ap- 
pear at no other fair meetings anywhere. Po- 
mona is doing a great deal toward reviving the 
harness sport in the State, which now represents 
an investment of approximately $3,000,000. 

Seven running races and four trotting races 
are run on week-days, eight running races and 
four trots on Saturdays. All are well filled. No 
running races are held on Sundays, but the track 
remains open for a program of betless trotting 
events. 

Although the quality of California horseflesh 
is consistently high the year around, even at the 
fair meetings, the picketing of Pomona is just 
one in a long series of events that have taken the 
headlines away from the horses. There was the 
grooms’ strike which caused Santa Anita Park 
to cancel a day of racing just previous to the 
first post. There were the postponements and 
bankruptcy of Golden Gate. There was a threat- 
ened horsemen’s strike for higher purses at the 
Alameda County Fair at Pleasanton. There were 
the caffeine cases at Hollywood Park. 

Dave Beck and his associates are the latest to 
do their share in improving the breed of Cali- 
fornia horses.

From Aqueduct to Belmont Park 


HE 15-day fall meeting at Aqueduct came to 

a close Wednesday, September 17, and the 
racing scene now shifts to New York's richest 
fall meeting, at Belmont Park, for another 
stakes-studded program. Aqueduct enjoyed a 
record-shattering meeting, drawing most of the 
best horses in the East to one or another of its 
11 stakes, counting record attendance and wager- 
ing figures. During the first 12 days of the meet- 
ing, including Saturday, September 13, the 
Queens County course had had three million- 
dollar days, with a total of $10,096,716 going 
through the “tote” for an average daily handle 
of $841,060, a figure which is nearly 30 per cent 
above that for the corresponding period last year. 
The first 12 days of 1940’s fall meeting had a 
daily average of $647,609. 

On Thursday, September 18, racing will move 
to Belmont Park for a 15-day meeting which will 
close October 4 with the second running of the 
$50,000 added New York Handicap at 214 miles 
and the $10,000 Champagne Stakes for 2-year- 
olds. The first of the 14 stakes will be-the Fall 
Highweight Handicap,.for all ages, over six fur- 
longs, on opening day. The Broad Hollow Steeple- 
chase will be Friday’s feature and the first Satur- 
day's offering will include the Lawrence Realiza- 
tion, with Whirlaway a possible starter, and the 
Matron Stakes, for 2-year-old fillies. 

Always on the lookout for something special 
for race-goers at either Belmont Park or Pim- 
lico, President Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt scored 
a scoop on other track promoters by bringing to- 
gether Mrs. Albert Sabath’s Mid-West champion 
2-year-old Alsab and Ben F. Whitaker’s Re- 
quested over six and a half furlongs, each under 
122 pounds, for a $10,000 purse and a trophy, 
with the winner getting all the spoils. The 
special is scheduled for Tuesday, September 23, 
the day the $10,000 Manhattan Handicap will be 
run over 144 miles. The rich Futurity Stakes, 
to which neither Alsab nor Requested is eligible, 
will be the highlight of the second week’s racing, 
with the Jockey Club Gold Cup at two miles on 
the same card, that of Saturday, September 27. 


Pictor's Bay Shore Handicap 


Fifteen starters faced Starter George Cassidy 
in the seventeenth running of the Bay Shore 
Handicap ($7,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, seven 
furlongs) at Aqueduct Wednesday, September 10. 
Included in the field were several top sprinters, 
such as George D. Widener’s Birch Rod (112), 
Woolford Farm’s Technician (112), Mrs. W. M. 
Jeffords’ Dawn Attack (117), John B. Partridge’s 
Quakertown (3, 112), Mrs. F. Scully’s Ponty (3, 
115), J. E. Widener’s Roman (126), and Tall 
Trees Stable’s My Bill (3, 116). The Bay Shore 
also brought out several horses which had been 
laid up for some time, Maxwell Howard’s The 
Chief (112), King Ranch’s Dispose (3, 114), and 
W. Arnold Hanger’s Harvard Square (3, 121). 
The Chief was the only one of the latter three 
which failed to show much of “lick.’’ Dispose, 
My Bill, Quakertown, and Rameses (108), were 
the leaders in the early stages, with the first two 
running head-and-head for the first five furlongs. 
Quakertown was blocked on entering the stretch 
and Roman moved into third place after surviv- 
ing the bumping which marked the early part of 
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the race. My Bill, Dispose, and Roman showed 
the effects of the hot pace and interference and 
were weakening before they reached the eighth- 
pole. Quakertown had now assumed the lead, 
with Dawn Attack, Technician, and W. L. Brann’s 
Pictor (114) next in order and closing fast. Pic- 
tor, closing fast under George Woolf's urging, 
overtook the leaders to win by a length and a 
half. Second was Birch Rod, which had got off 
to a slow start and lost ground on the turn. 
Technician was third by a neck when Dawn At- 
tack faltered in the final yards. In order fol- 
lowed Harvard Square, Quakertown, Third Covey 
(106), Stimady (3, 106), Ramases, The Chief, 
Ponty, My Bill, Dispose, Roman, and War Dog 
(114). Time, :22%5, :45%5, 1:11%, 1:2345, track 
fast.

The Bay Shore Handicap was Pictor’s first 
stakes victory since he won the Chesapeake 
Stakes last year at Havre de Grace and stimu- 
lated in Marylanders the hope of a Kentucky 
Derby victory. The little son of *Challenger II 
finished last in the Derby, but placed in several 
stakes later in the season, including seconds in 
the Bay Shore, Fall Highweight, and Capital 
Handicaps and Laurel Stakes and a third in the 
James C. Thornton Memorial Handicap. In three 
seasons of racing he has started 29 times, won 
seven races, finished second five times, third four 
times, and has earned $38,335. 


Pictor was foaled May 19, 1937, at Branncastle 
Farm (now Glade Valley Farm), near Frederick, 
Md. Lady Legend won at three and has also pro- 
duced the winners Fictitious and Steepletop, both 
by *Challenger II. *Sweepless, carrying Lady 
Legend, was imported from France by Mr. Brann 
in 1929, when he and R. S. Castle were building 
Branncastle Farm. *Sweepless produced four 
foals in France, none won, though one of them 
placed on the flat and over jumps. Her only 
other foal in America was the winner Ugin. The 
mare died in 1933. Artless, foaled in America, 
won in England and also produced the winners 
Anatolia, Altay (Prix Mackenzie-Grieves, Prix le 
Marois, and sire), Broom, *Shillelah II, *Trick- 
ster II, and the producer *The Minx II. She was 
a sister to Artful (Futurity, Grand Filly Stakes 
and producer) and to Queen of Hearts, dam of 
eight winners, including the stakes winners 
Rickety (also sire), Tarts, Regina, and Trumps 
and the winner Princess Pandora, dam of Witch- 
mount. 


Bay Dean Surprises 


New Yorkers figured that George H. (Pete) 
Bostwick’s Sussex (148), would take the twenty- 
third running of the Glendale Steeplechase Hand- 
icap ($5,000 added, 4-year-olds and up, about 
2% miles), Aqueduct’s longest 'chase stakes, on 
Thursday, September 11. The *Stefan the Great 
gelding had jumped well and at a good stiff pace 
in the Harbor Hill Steeplechase Handicap, in 
which recently he was sent out to set the pace 
for his stablemate *Cottesmore. Two of the 
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three other starters in the Glendale had also been 
in the Harbor Hill. Bayard Sharp’s Speculate 
had finished second to Thomas Hitchcock’s Bath, 
and Mrs. Arthur White’s Bay Dean was among 
the also rans. Sussex had finished third to Bath 
and Speculate. The other starter in the Glendale 
was H. E. Talbott’s Big Rebel (132), which had 
made a good effort at Aqueduct recently. 


Speculate (140) was held in restraint when the 
field of four got away and trailed Bay Dean 
(139), the leader, by six lengths. Colonel Brooks 
sent Bay Dean away from the gate on top and 
rushed him into a lead of about four lengths be- 
fore settling down and rating him along at a 
rather slow pace. Second was Big Rebel, a 
length and a half ahead of Sussex, with Specu- 
late last. They held these positions until the far 
turn on the second lap of the course was reached. 
Tommy Roby sent Speculate after Bay Dean, 
caught him on the flat after the fifteenth jump. 
The Judge Hay jumper was by no means through, 
thanks to the slow early pace, and when Specu- 
late stumbled after taking the sixteenth and 
seventeenth jumps, Bay Dean went into the lead 
again to hold it at the wire by the margin of a 
head. Two lengths behind Speculate came Sus- 
sex, which had made a bad landing at the four- 
teenth obstacle, nearly unseating Owner-Trainer- 
Jockey Bostwick. Big Rebel was eased up in the 
last quarter. Time, 5:53, track fast (first run- 
ning over course). Stakes division, $4,100, $1,- 
000, $500, $250.

The Glendale Steeplechase was Bay Dean's 
third steeplechase stakes victory of the year. He 
had previously won the Jervis Spencer Steeple- 
chase Handicap at Pimlico and the North Ameri- 
can Steeplechase Handicap at Saratoga. His 
three wins constitute the largest number of 
stakes won by any steeplechaser this year. He 
has also won a non-stakes brush event, a 2- 
mile ‘chase at Belmont Park. Bay Dean has 
started 40 times, won 12 races, finished second 
seven times, third four times, and has earned 
$19,220. Particulars of his pedigree appeared in 
THE BLOoD-HORSE of May 10, page 740. 


Arms of War Wins Hurdle Race 


Another of Aqueduct’s former brush steeple- 
chase events, now raced over hurdles, the Bush- 
wick Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, 
about 1% miles over hurdles) found another 3- 
year-old whipping an older field as was the case 
when Thomas Hitchcock’s Bath won the Harbor 
Hill Steeplechase Handicap. The winner was Mrs. 
George H. Bostwick’s Arms of War (3, 146), a 
gelded son of *Quatre Bras II which had achieved 
his greatest previous successes at the hunts meet- 
ings early this year. Saddled and ridden by 
George H. (Pete) Bostwick, Arms of War fol- 
lowed the pace closely, jumped cleanly, and won 
as he pleased in the final eighth. At the start 
Houghton P. Metcalf’s 4-year-old maiden jumper 
Gala Quest (13112) went into the lead, a length 
ahead of the former flat stakes winner Betty's 
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Buddy (135), owned by John Bosley, Jr. The 
leader was fencing boldly and setting a good pace. 
Arms of War moved into second place after Bet- 
ty’s Buddy retired after the eighth fence and 
rounding the final turn he took the lead. The High 
Quest gelding was no match for the Bostwick 
entry; at the last jump he was three lengths be- 
hind and at the finish was five behind the *Quatre 
Bras II jumper.

Requested Wins Cowdin Stakes 


The Cowdin Stakes ($10,000 added, 2-year- 
olds, six and a half furlongs) had its first running 
under that name on Saturday, September 13, at 
Aqueduct; the race, formerly called the Junior 
Champion Stakes, was renamed this year as a 
memorial to the late John E. Cowdin, president 
of the Queens County Jockey Club, secretary- 
treasurer and steward of The Jockey Club. The 
winner, as rather generally expected, was Ben F. 
Whitaker’s durable Questionnaire colt Requested 
(118). Already the winner of six stakes, Re- 
quested added his seventh in rather easy manner. 
Opposing him were nine other 2-year-olds, none 
of them as yet counted among the top-flight in 
their division. Mrs. Walter M. Jeffords’ Seaman- 
like (115), which had placed to Contradiction in 
the Old Colony Stakes at Narragansett Park 
recently, assumed the lead after Requested was 
eased off the front end after the break. Seaman- 
like was on top down the back stretch with Re- 
quested at his heels and George D. Widener’s 
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Anytime (118) third, a length and a half farther 
back. Seamanlike held his lead to the stretch 
and then faltered. Immediately Requested went 
to the front. Coming out of the pack was Belair 
Stud’s Apache (114) and Woolford Farm’s Con- 
tradiction (118). At the eighth-pole Requested 
had only a head margin over Apache, with Con- 
tradiction two lengths farther back and gaining 
rapidly. Jockey Jack Westrope, instead of going 
to his whip as Jimmy Stout did on Apache, hand- 
rode the favorite, to finish a half-length ahead 
of the *Alcazar colt. Contradiction finished third, 
a half length behind Apache, with Syl’s Jimmy 
(114), a half-length back in fourth place. In 
order followed Put In (114), Seamanlike, *Louis- 
ville II (110), Anticlimax (110), Dogpatch (114), 
and Anytime.

LaBoyteaux’s Imperatrice (3, 116), never worse 
than second in her 11 starts at two and three 
and winner of the Test Stakes and New England 
Oaks; William du Pont, Jr.’s Fairy Chant (123), 
winner of the 1940 Beldame Handicap, leading 
83-year-old filly of her year, and winner of the 
Hannah Dustin Handicap this year; and 10 other 
fillies and mares which at one time or another 
have demonstrated good class. The only recent 
stakes-winning fillies and mares missing were 
the Alabama Stakes winner War Hazard and 
Jessie Gladys, winner of the Mary Dyer Handi- 
cap over a good field. Neither was nominated for 
this, the richest filly race in the country.

ite, Misty Isle, began dropping back. On the far 
turn Imperatrice was taking a “breather’’ and 
allowed Rosetown and Pomayya to gain on her.

Hawthorne 


HICAGOANS, accustomed to the many stakes 

scheduled by Arlington and Washington 
Parks, found the fare different as Hawthorne’s 
Golden Jubilee meeting moved into its second 
week of racing. So far there has been only one 
stakes race, the $5,000 Hawthorne Handicap on 
September 13, which was won by Mrs. Marie 
Evans’ Shot Put over what was a sprinting dis- 
tance to him, 1% miles. The Hawthorne sched- 
ule calls for seven $1,000 purses with a $1,200 
purse providing the feature for week-day pro- 
grams. The track lost one of its prospective 
starters in the Hawthorne Juvenile Handicap, to 
be run September 20, when Mrs. Albert Sabath 
agreed to match her 2-year-old Alsab against B. 
F. Whitaker’s Requested in a special race at 
Belmont Park on September 23. This is the one 
2-year-old stakes race at Hawthorne. 

Arcturus Stable’s Smacked ran his string 
of victories to five straight when he easily won 
the Esposa Purse September 11 over John 
Marsch’s Bulldinger. 

The sensation of the meeting is Apprentice Don 
MacAndrews, Lexbrook Stable’s rider. On Tues- 
day, September 9, he brought home four winners, 
Wednesday saw him astride another, the next 
day he brought home two more, and on Friday 
and Saturday he rode three winners each day. 


New Course, New Purses 


The cooperation between Washington Park and 
Arlington Park, which has added immeasurably 
to the class of racing in Chicago in recent years, 
and to purse distribution as well, will add a new 
racing strip to the Washington Park plant next 
year. For some years Arlington Park has been 
experimenting with racing over a turf course, 
and this year offered stakes races on the grass. 
Next season Washington Park will have a grass 
course, banked on the turns, and will probably 
also offer stakes races over it. Except for these 
two tracks, only Hialeah Park has a turf course 
for flat racing. 

Another step-up in purses at the two tracks 
was announced last week. When the American 
Derby was revived at $40,000, the Classic was 
worth $30,000 added, but this year the Arlington 
race was also brought up to $40,000. Both have 
been raised again, and in 1942 each will have 
$50,000 added. Under the early-closing plan now 
in operation they are expected to gross about 
$70,000 each. Both races close on October 15, as 
do the Washington Park and Arlington Futurities. 


Shot Put's Fourth Stakes 


Mrs. Marie Evans’ Shot Put (120) wound up 
his Illinois racing carapaign on Saturday, Sep- 
tember 13, at Hawthorne by winning the Haw- 
thorne Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, 144 miles) over a field of 12 other starters. 
The route-going son of Chance Shot is now head- 
ed for Belmont Park for a crack at the $50,000 
New York Handicap at 214 miles, whose inau- 
gural running he won last year. In the Hawthorne 
Handicap Shot Put was at odds of $6.40 to 1, 
owing to his preference for longer distances. He 
came from far back, caught Arcturus Stable’s 
Pink Gal (110) in the final sixteenth to win. 
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Third was Shandon Stable’s Burning Star (110), 
staging another of his annual comebacks. 


Miss Ruth Sidell’s Displayer (108), C. E. Davi- 
son’s Delray (3, 112), and Millsdale Stable’s Kan- 
sas (3, 111), went to the front at the break, with 
the favorite, Wexler and Shagrin’s Red Dock 
(116) in fourth place. On the far turn the four 
leaders were showing signs of having enough, so 
Jockey B. Thompson sent Pink Gal to the leaders 
on the turn. In the meanwhile Willie Garner 
was moving Shot Put forward on the outside, 
picking up horses with comparative ease. On 
turning into the stretch Pink Gal was leading 
Shot Put by a length. The two battled down the 
stretch head-and-head, with Shot Put drawing 
away in the final sixteenth to get the decision by 
three-quarters of a length. Three lengths farther 
back came Burning Star, which had been seventh 
at the eighth-pole and tenth in the upper stretch. 
In order followed Red Dock, Displayer, Idle Sun 
(108), Plowshare (110), Kansas, Montsin (114), 
Bucking (110), Delray, Chi (111), and Forever

Narragansett Park 


ATURDAY, September 13, the thirtieth day 
of Narragansett Park’s 42-day meeting found 
a crowd of 45,000, second only to Labor Day’s 
55,000, cheering lustily for what New Englanders 
are calling “their horse,” War Relic, winner over 
Whirlaway in the Narragansett Special. The 
45,000 race-goers wagered $834,227 to bring the 
total for the meeting up to $13,601,293, an aver- 
age daily handle of $453,376. Last year the first 
30 days showed an average of $372,859. 

War Relic not only won the most important 
race of the meeting last week, but he also turned 
in the fastest time of the meeting for one mile 
and 70 yards in the Wakefield Purse on Septem- 
ber 8. The son of Man o’ War ran the distance 
in 1:41%5 while Jockey Tommy Luther sat still 
to beat Boston Man by a neck. Jim Read’s Tak- 
ing Ways, 3-year-old son of Sun Beau, scored his 
second successive victory after 19 unsuccessful 
attempts this year, in the Warwick Purse Sep- 
tember 9, beating Allegro, One Witch, and six 
other handicappers in easy fashion. R. L. Gerry’s 
Five to One, a 3-year-old daughter of *Sir Galla- 
had III, won the Nathaniel Greene Purse on 
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Samuel D. Riddle’s

There are two stakes left on the Narragansett 
Park program, scheduled for the remaining two 
Saturdays. The James C. Thornton Memorial, 
over a six-furlong course, for 3-year-olds and up, 
is carded for September 20, and the Governor’s 
Handicap, also for 3-year-olds and up, will be 
run, at 1% miles, on closing day, September 27. 
Each has a $5,000 added purse. 


Whirlaway's Narragansett Failure 


The highlight of Narragansett Park racing 
each year is the Narragansett Special ($25,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 154, miles), a handi- 
cap designed to attract the leading horses of the 
year outside the 2-year-old division, for at least 
one day. It has done very well in this respect, 
numbering among its winners Time Supply, 
Rosemont, Calumet Dick, Stagehand, Challedon, 
and Hash. This year the brightest name among 
its 30 nominations was Whirlaway, and the 
weights for the race, announced September 8, 
virtually assured that the Calumet ace would be 
a starter. They also served, probably, to dis- 
suade owners of some of the other prominent 
candidates from shipping to the Pawtucket track. 
By the scale Foxbrough (126) had top weight, 
one pound over Whirlaway (3, 118). Circle M 
Ranch’s Big Pebble (124) was rated one pound 
below Whirlaway, whose concession to Attention 
(3, 116) was two pounds; to Fenelon (120), five 
pounds; to Haltal (115), 10 pounds. Under the 
circumstances only three starters came out Sep- 
tember 13 against the champion; these were 
Woodvale Farm’s Haltal, Glen Riddle Farm’s 
War Relic (3, 107), and Howard Wells’ Equifox 
(112). Most of the 45,000 at the track con- 
sidered the race as something of a gift to Whirl- 
away, backed him down to 4 to 10. War Relic, 
seeking revenge for the microscopically narrow 
defeat given him by Whirlaway in the Saranac 
Handicap at Saratoga, had considerable support, 
closing at about 3 to 1, though the weights were 
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more favorable to the Calumet colt, by two 
pounds, than in the Saranac. 

War Relic broke on top, opened up a two- 
length lead in short order, with Haltal second, 
about three lengths ahead of Equifox. Whirl- 
away, as usual, dropped in behind the field, but 
kept close to Equifox’s heels. Going down the 
back stretch Ted Atkinson had War Relic under 
a snug hold, conserving as much of the colt’s 
energy as possible to stand off the phenomenal 
closing rush which has made Whirlaway famous. 
The pace for the first half-mile was extremely 
slow. Alfred Robertson moved Whirlaway past 
Equifox and Haltal while still in the back stretch, 
and went after War Relic on the turn. At the 
quarter-pole he had two lengths to gain, and a 
margin of that sort was usually the work of a 
few strides for the long-tailed wonder. But this 
time something was missing in Whirlaway. In- 
stead of gaining he began to lose ground, and as 
War Relic pulled away to win, going easily, by 
fcur lengths, Robertson found himself driving to 
stave off the closing rush of Equifox, which 
finished only a length behind him. Haltal was 
last in the four-horse field, a length and a half 
farther back. Time, :2535, :5015, 1:1434, 1:39, 
1:5745, track fast.

The Narragansett Special was War Relic’s 
third stakes victory of the year. He had pre- 
viously won the Massachusetts Handicap at Suf- 
folk Downs and the Kenner Stakes at Saratoga. 
He did not race at two, but this year he has start- 
ed 16 times, won eight races, has been second 
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four times, and has earned $80,485. Just now he 
appears likely to become the sixth $100,000 win- 
ner got by his famous sire. Particulars of his 
pedigree appeared in THE BLOOD-HORSE of July 26, 
page 111. 

If Whirlaway had won he would have gone up 
to third place on the list of leading money win- 
ners, behind Seabiscuit and Sun Beau. How- 
ever, the $4,000 he got for being second, moved 
him up to fifth place, ahead of Challedon. He 
has now won $324,611. His schedule: the Law- 
rence Realization, on September 20, Jockey Club 
Gold Cup on September 27, and Pimlico Special. 
For his poor race in New England there was no 
exnianation cbvious. ‘He looks as good as ever,” 
said Trainer Ben Jones. To a Turf writer’s sug- 
gestion that possibly Whirlaway was going stale 
from too much racing and too long a period in 
training, Jimmy Jones, assistant to his father, 
said: “Just the contrary; he needs work, and 
plenty of it. ...I wish we could run him every 
Saturday.” 


$25,000 for a Special Race 


On the Monday after War Relic defeated 
Whirlaway in the Narragansett Special, Judge 
James E. Dooley, president of the Narragansett 
Racing Association, telegraphed Owners Samuel 
D. Riddle and Warren Wright offering a purse 
of $25,000 for a special race to be run at Narra- 
gansett Park on Saturday, September 27 (the 
day Whirlaway was scheduled to run in the 
Jockey Club Gold Cup at Belmont Park). The 
race would be at 134g miles, the distance of the 
Special, and the two colts would carry 116 pounds 
each. If the race was run the association would 
put up another $5,000 to be given to the United 
Service Organization. 

As THE BLOOD-HORSE went to press Tuesday 
neither owner had accepted the conditions.

Havre de Grace Opens 


CROWD of 15,000 was on hand at Havre de 

Grace on September 13 for the opening of 
the Maryland fall racing season. The principal 
offering was the $10,000 Eastern Shore Handicap 
which drew Mrs. Albert Sabath’s Alsab out of the 
Mid-West. The Good Goods colt had a close call, 
but got up in the final strides to dead-heat with 
Robert Sterling Clark’s Colchis. 

The second of the three Saturdays during the 
13-day meeting, September 20, will see the run- 
ning of the $10,000 added Potomac Handicap, for 
3-year-olds, over 114g miles. A large field is ex- 
pected to start, possibly including Woodvale 
Farm’s Our Boots, Louis Tufano’s Market Wise, 
and R. W. MclIlvain’s Bushwhacker. Also num- 
bered among the possible starters is G. C. Greer, 
Jr.'s Cape Cod, winner of a $2,500 handicap on 
opening day, defeating some very consistent hand- 
icappers. 


Alsab, Colchis in a Dead Heat 


A crowd of 15,000, drawn principally to see the 
Mid-West’s leading claimant for 2-year-old hon- 
ors, Alsab, was on hand at Havre de Grace Satur- 
day, September 13, for the opening of the fall 
racing season on the major tracks of the Old Line 
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State. Mrs. Albert Sabath’s Alsab (126) was 
made 3-to-5 favorite over the field of 10 2-year- 
olds in the Eastern Shore Handicap ($10,000 
added, 2-year-olds, six furlongs), and after the 
race the crowd had every reason to feel satisfied; 
the favorite paid off (at 20 cents on the dollar) 
after coming from fai back, and a Maryland-bred 
colt, Robert Sterling Clark’s Colchis (117), dead- 
heated with him for first place. 


Circle M Ranch’s Sir War (108), a son of *Sir 
Gallahad III, sprinted into an early command 
which was short-lived. Mrs. Walter M. Jeffords’ 
Flaught (106), first winning son of Firethorn, 
raced Sir War into defeat in the first quarter and 
soon opened up daylight between himself and the 
next in line, Colchis. Far back was Alsab, with 
Jockey Robert Vedder allowing the Good Goods 
colt to settle into his stride. Flaught continued 
on the front end with about a length margin over 
Colchis. As the field approacheu the quarter- 
pole Alsab began moving up from sixth place. 
He had passed three horses and had made up three 
lengths at the eighth-pole, but was still a length 
and a half behind Colchis, which was second by a 
length to Flaught. The Firethorn colt wilted in 
the final eighth and dropped out of the picture as 
Alsab went to the inside. The favorite cut stead- 
ily into Colchis’ lead and as they flashed under 
the wire the camera was unable to separate them. 
Three lengths behind the two leaders came 
Flaught, a half-length in front of Baby Dumpling 


(112). In order followed Air Current (109%), 
Sweep Swinger (112), Equipet (112), Sir War, 
Ben Shaba (112), and Elder (109). Time, :22%, 


:46%4, 1:12%4, track fast. Stakes division, $5,875, 
$5,875, $1,000, $500. Colchis won an extra $500 
as a special award to a Maryland-bred.

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FLORIDA 
Hialeah Park Stakes 


NCREASES in two stakes are the only changes 
in the Hialeah Park stakes schedule for the 
1942 meeting, which begins January 14 and runs 
47 days through March 7. The two stakes which 
will have an increased added value are the Fla- 
mingo and Black Helen. The former, for 3-year- 
olds, will have an added value of $25,000 instead 
of $20,000, and the Black Helen, for 3-year-olds 
and up, fillies and mares, will carry $10,000 as 
compared with $5,000 last year. It will be run 
over a 1'%-mile course. The other nine stakes 
will be the same as before. The Widener Handi- 
cap, for 3-year-olds and up, tops the list with 
$50,000 added. The Flamingo is next in value, 
followed by the Black Helen and the $10,000 
added McLennan, a preliminary for the Widener. 
The entire program calls for a sum of $600,000 to 
be distributed in overnight purses and stakes. A 
minimum of $1,200 will be observed for the over- 
night events. 

The popular Dinner Stakes, named this year 
for Peter A. B. Widener, will again be held in 
two divisions, one for men and the other for 
women owners. These two events, while actually 
not under stakes conditions, will carry $2,000 
added each. They are for 2-year-olds over three 
furlongs, are invitational, and will be run March 
3. The Hialeah Juvenile Stakes, with $5,000 
added, is the lone 2-year-old stakes at the Miami 
meeting. The principal feature to be run over 
Hialeah Park’s popular turf course again will be 
the $5,000 Miami Beach Handicap, for 3-year-olds 
and up. Besides the Black Helen, the track is 
offering another stakes for fillies and mares, the 
seven-furlong Evening Handicap, worth $5,000 in 
added money. 

Five of the stakes will close on November 15. 
They are the Widener, Flamingo, McLennan, 
Black Helen, and Hialeah Juvenile. The other 
stakes will close approximately one week prior 
to date of running.

CANADA 
Thorncliffe Park 


ORONTO, Ontario.—-Favored with another day 

of ideal weather, Thorncliffe Park attracted 
one of the largest crowds in the history of the 
plant for its second Saturday of racing, Septem- 
ber 13. During the week there was one very cold 
day, another extremely warm one, and a third 
which was decidedly wet, but attendance held up 
remarkably well, and if luck stays with the Lea- 
side oval another week they will not have to 
worry about staging a tag day for Jimmy O’Hara, 
Fred Livingstone, and other popular executives of 
Thorncliffe. 


During the week the first running of the My 
Dear Stakes for 2-year-old fillies was won by 
Conn Smythe’s entry, which ran one-two with the 
stretch-running daughter of Ariel, Air Sure, win- 
ning by some six to eight lengths. This was con- 
sidered a rather hollow victory by those who do 
not appreciate the importance of attracting a bet- 
ter class of fillies destined to be the country’s 
broodmares later on. A British-bred filly owned 
by R. S. McLaughlin, the Oshawa patron, ran last. 
A bright red chestnut, she was the eye-filling 
beauty of the field, but her appearance had more 
promise for the future than for the immediate 
present. 

The Lou Marsh Memorial Handicap, Wednes- 
day’s attraction, was won by J. E. F. Seagram's 
Heel Up, a Wise Counsellor filly running as an 
entry with the home-bred Silvos. The yellow and 
black colors of the once powerful Waterloo estab- 
lishment are not seen in competition as often as 
in “Old Joe’s” time, but they still figure in more 
than their share of victories. The present owner, 
a grandson of the Joseph E. Seagram who ex- 
erted such a powerful influence for the good of 
racing in Ontario 35 and more years ago, has con- 
fined himself to a modest stable of reliable Thor- 
oughbreds, and Jack Thorpe, a stable foreman in 
“Old Joe’s” time, is now the very capable trainer 
of the string. 

But Saturday is the big day for racing in Can- 
ada, even as it seems to be at most tracks in the 
U.S. A. Two stakes were down for decision, the 
Clarendon for Canadian-bred 2-year-olds and the 
Bryan and O’Hara Memorial Handicap, 11, miles, 
3-year-olds and up. 

The 2-year-old race was just a breeze for Harry 
Giddings’ Ten to Ace, which, as we indicated last 
week, may well rank with the very best 2-year- 
olds in America. This colt runs at high speed 
with no apparent effort, and some of the horse- 
men wno have campaigned on every track in 
America feel he has no equal at his age. He 
walked his best in 1:1215, carrying 122 pounds, 
leading by seven or more lengths for almost the 
entire journey. All through the stretch Jockey 
C. W. Smith kept a snug hold on the Canadian 
champion. Honestly, it seems that Mr. Vanderbilt 
overlooked a bet when he failed to invite Ten to 
Ace to sit in on the Requested-Alsab doings. We 
know of a few Canadians who would toss in a 
few bucks on the Oakville-owned chestnut. 

Saturday’s Bryan and O’Hara Handicap re- 
sulted in a sort of rebuff to the writer, who last 
week offered the opinion that the Hatch Argen- 
tinians had apparently gone back a long way. 
Of course we could only judge from previous per- 
formances. And apparently the racing secretary 
was of the same mind. He gave the 7-year-old 
gelding *Filisteo 105 pounds, lowest weight in the 
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field, barring that of McMark, a Canadian-bred 
5-year-old. High Honors, a 5-year-old which has 
not won this year, was in at 106, as was Warri- 
gan, a 3-year-old Canadian-bred which made all 
the pace and at one time appeared to have stolen 
the race. 

But when *Filisteo made his charge in the final 
eighth he gave notice that for this day at least 
and at the weights he was once more a handful 
of horse for any one, winning with two lengths 
to spare in new track record time of 1:5045, a 
full second faster than Fort Dearborn’s previous 
mark, established seven years ago. *Filisteo 
made a light season in the stud this spring.

His dam, Royalite, won 10 races, 
including the Schuylerville Stakes, and produced 
seven winners from eight foals, the other winners 
being Zida (Crescent City Handicap and dam of 
the stakes winner Rolling Ball), Zekiel (42 wins), 
Royal Purchase (26 wins), Bud Royal, Blue Wren, 
and Red Pirate. She was the only foal of Royal 
Ensign, which won at two and three and was sec- 
ond in the Rosedale and Fashion Stakes. Royal 
Ensign was sister to Good Bye, winner and dam 
of the stakes winners Anchors Aweigh and Adios.

War Relic and Whirlaway 


AMUEL D. RIDDLE got his revenge for the 

very narrow defea: administered to War Relic 
by Whirlaway in the Saranac Handicap at Sara- 
toga last month—and with an extraordinary 
amount of interest. Narragansett Park brought 
together the two outstanding and still sound mem- 
bers of the 3-year-old division in the eighth run- 
ning of the $25,000 Narragansett Special. Also 
in the field for the mile and three-sixteenths 
event were two likely 4-year-olds, Equifox and 
Haltal, and this line-up lured a real turnout to the 
Rhode Island course. 

In the Saranac at one mile, Whirlaway nipped 
War Relic in the final stride, finishing out beyond 
the middle of the track. The son of Man o’ War 
and Friar’s Carse, by Friar Rock, had set a steady 
pace, forcing the Calumet Farm ace to complete 
the mile in 1:38 to beat him. This is creditable 
time at Saratoga. Whirlaway’s package that day 
was 130 pounds as against 117 for War Relic and 
in their Narragansett clash the difference was 
only 11 pounds, 118 on the Calumet ace and 107 
on the Riddle colt. And with the distance greater, 
Whirlaway naturally was made the favorite, at 
odds-on. 

The race was all War Relic’s. Ted Atkinson, 
who never has been beaten on him, sent him right 
to the front then rated him. With the others tak- 
ing back, War Relic was able to make a slow 
pace and the first half-mile was covered in :501s. 
It must be said that the track, although perfectly 
dry, did not permit fast time all day. Despite 
this slow pace, War Relic was two and a half 
lengths in front heading into the back stretch, 
where Atkinson, riding him as he would a front 
runner on a half-mile track, let him open up a 
wider gap. Atkinson snugged War Relic around 
the second turn and the field became more com- 
pact with Whirlaway advancing from last to sec- 
‘ond place. 

At the stretch entrance Whirlaway was within 
two lengths of the Riddle colt and moving in a 
fashion to suggest he had the race at his mercy. 
However, War Relic was far from being worn 
out in running the three-quarters in 1:14%5 and 
the mile in 1:39. As soon as he was straightened 
out for the run home, Atkinson opened up. War 
Relic bounded away from Whirlaway and under 
mild pressure to the end won by more than four 
lengths. Whirlaway continued evenly but with 
Robertson riding hard, holding Equifox at his 
heels as Haltal finished another length and a half 
away. 

Whirlaway just didn’t have his customary zip, 
since War Relic’s victory cannot be considered as 
being brilliantly achieved. It was Whirlaway’s 
eighteenth start of the year and thirty-fourth 
since the beginning of his career and he hasn't 
had any protracted let-up, meanwhile doing a 
great deal of traveling around the country. In 
contrast, War Relic did not race as a 2-year-old 
and his 16 starts of the current season have been 
confined to Narragansett Park, Suffolk Downs, 
Belmont Park, and Saratoga. 


Despite his defeat at Narragansett, Whirlaway 
may be expected to start in the Lawrence Realiza- 
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tion Saturday. If he has any opponents, they will 
come from Fairymant and Lord Kitchener. On 
the following Saturday Whirlaway’s program calls 
for an appearance in the Jockey Club Gold Cup, 
in which he may meet War Relic again, at level 
weights. Other possible opponents in the two- 
mile event are Fenelon, Foxbrough, Welcome 
Pass, Lord Kitchener, Market Wise, and Equifox,. 


Alsab and Requested 


VERY few years a couple of horses show up 

whose records suggest a match between them. 
Such are the cases of Requested and Alsab. A\l- 
fred Vanderbilt, enterprising presiden. of Belmont 
Park, early recognized the potentialities of such 
a race and quickly gained the consent of the two 
factions to a match. It is scheduled to be held 
Tuesday, September 23, at Belmont Park, along 
with two other attractive events, the $10,000 Man- 
hattan Handicap at a mile and one-half and the 
$5,000 Futurity Trial. The latter, an overnight 
event, will be staged over the Widener straight- 
away and is designed to give Futurity candidates 
necessary experience over the course. 

To bring about the match, Vanderbilt offered a 
$10,000 purse, winner take all. Each owner, Mrs. 
Albert Sabath, of Chicago, and Benjamin F. Whit- 
aker, of Dallas, has posted a forfeit of $2,500 to 
go to the winner. What makes the race so in- 
triguing is the backgrounds of the two colts. 
Neither is eligible to the Futurity. Both were 
low-priced yearlings, Alsab at $700 and Requested 
at $1,200. Alsab has done most of his winning 
on the Chicago circuit, where his triumph in the 
Washington Park Futurity enabled him to go to 
Boston to score in the $15,000 Mayflower Stakes 
and only last Saturday ran a dead heat in the 
Eastern Shore Handicap with Colchis, giving the 
latter nine pounds. 

Requested has done all of his important racing 
on the New York circuit and has captured seven 
stakes. He finished second in both the United 
States Hotel and Grand Union Hotel Stakes, car- 
rying top weight of 126 pounds. Beating him 
were Shut Out and Buster, Eastern top-notchers. 
The son of Questionnaire and Fair Perdita, by 
Eternal, is a fast beginner and can go with or 
make the pace. Alsab is a ‘“come-from-behind” 
horse. The distance of six and one-half furlongs 
may suit him better than Requested. On the 
other hand, the pacemaker in a two-horse race 
has an advantage too. Take your pick, it’s a 
tough one. The experts in the East are very 
much divided on the issue. 


Paddock Miscellany 


OTH Robert Morris and Attention have com- 

pleted their 3-year-old campaigns. The for- 
mer, which Trainer Tom McCreery was anxious 
to keep sound just so he could send him against 
Whirlaway in the Realization, injured a pastern 
and has been fired for the ailment. Attention 
showed up with a “knee” after defeating Whirl- 
away in the Classic and the enlargement refuses 
to respond to treatment. Max Hirsch doesn’t be- 
lieve the colt’s knee has “popped’”’ and thinks he 
could be trained, but he just doesn’t care to take 
any chances. . . . Narragansett Park’s present 
meeting is the most successful yet. The same 
can be said for Aqueduct and Havre de Grace is 
feeling good times also. . . . Robert S. Shelley is 
expected to retain his position as racing secretary 
under the new set-up at Tropical Park.

Mr. Swinebroad's Resignation 


AST year a group of Kentucky horsemen, 

mostly breeders and handlers of light breeds 
other than Thoroughbreds, organized the Ken- 
tucky Saddle, Hunter and Walking Horse Asso- 
ciation, launched a membership drive, elected 
Auctioneer George Swinebroad, of Lancaster, 
president, and set out to promote the interest of 
the breeds specified in the name of the organiza- 
tion. Mr. Swinebroad was very energetic in stir- 
ring up interest in the association and adding 
new members to its rolls. On Monday, Septem- 
ber 15, he sent in his resignation as president. 


What alienated Mr. Swinebroad’s affections for 
the Kentucky Saddle, Hunter and Walking Horse 
Association was the fact that it had inaugurated 
a campaign to persuade the Kentucky Legisla- 
ture to place a 3 per cent tax on mutuel pools at 
Kentucky race tracks and earmarking 65 per 
cent of the proceeds for county fair and horse 
show premiums. In a recent issue of the Louis- 
ville Courier-Journal, Sports Editor Earl Ruby 
quoted Mr. Swinebroad at length in support of 
this proposal. 

Eugene Gough, chairman of the legislative 
committee of the association, has sent letters to 
horse show and fair organizations urging sup- 
port of the measure, which would earmark 65 per 
cent of the revenue for county fair and horse 
show premiums, 35 per cent “going towards the 
promotion of breeding and training of horses 
among young farmers; courses in training and 
breeding in our agricultural colleges; and farm 
short courses for our agricultural colleges as 
outlined by the Kentucky Farm Bureau or Fed- 
eration.” 

Mr. Swinebroad said that the quotations at- 
tributed to him by the Courier-Journal did not 
represent his feeling and were released without 
his authorization. To the editor of THE BLOOD- 
HorRSE, under date of September 15, he wrote: 


I have today resigned as president of the Ken- 
tucky Saddle, Hunter and Walking Horse Associa- 
tion, Inc. 

In taking this action, I have explained to the 
officers and directors of this association that I am 
doing so on account of not being able to devote the 
time required to fulfill the duties of this office, and 
that I do not favor the policy of the association in 
advocating any further tax on pari-mutuels, racing, 
or the Thoroughbred industry in Kentucky. I, per- 
sonally, do not think that any one branch or di- 
vision of the horse industry in Kentucky should be 
taxed in order to benefit another branch or di- 
vision of this business. 

However, I am in favor of our Legislature mak- 
ing an appropriation, if possible and feasible, to 
help county fairs, horse shows, or any other needy 
and worthy agricultural project in our State. The 
horse industry in Kentucky, and this includes Thor- 
oughbreds (breeding and racing), Saddlebreds (breed- 
ing and showing), and Standardbreds (breeding and 
racing), is one of the leading industries of our Com- 
monwealth, and everything should be done at all 
times to forward its interests. To this cause I am 
devoting all my time and efforts. 


Death of J. S. Hawkins 


Joseph S. Hawkins, one of the veterans among 
Kentucky owners and trainers of Thoroughbreds, 
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died Saturday, September 13, at the age of 72 at 
his home in Latonia. For about a year he had 
been too ill to carry on his accustomed routine of 
training which had engaged his attention for 
nearly half a century. 

Mr. Hawkins carried on his racing activities 
on a fairly modest scale, never figured promin- 
ently on the iist of leading owners or trainers. 
The one outstanding horse he had was Firebrand 
(chestnut colt, foaled 1918, by *McGee—Subdue, 
by *Star Ruby), which won several stakes for 
him and was later sold for a reported price of 
$40,000 to Jefferson Livingston. Firebrand’s total 
earnings were $79,473. Among other good horses 
Mr. Hawkins owned were Cotton Blossom, Chalm- 
ers, and Wing Ting. 


Changes in Greentree Staff 


Major Louie A. Beard, executive agent for the 
racing and breeding interests of Mrs. Payne 
Whitney and her son John Hay Whitney, last 
week announced a considerable reduction in the 
staff of Mrs. Whitney's famed Greentree Farm 
at Lexington. Removed from the farm’s working 
payroll, some of them under limited pension ar- 
rangements, were a dozen employees, including 
Manager Arthur W. Shutts and his assistant 
Kenneth Kane. 

Mr. Shutts, good friend of the late James 
Rowe, had been manager of Greentree Farm 
since its establishment about 15 years ago, hav- 
ing moved to Kentucky from his home in New 
Jersey when the late Payne Whitney set up his 
own breeding farm shortly before his death in 
1927. Mr. Kane had assisted his mother, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Kane, at the old Nursery Stud, later 
was manager of Walter J. Salmon’s Mereworth 
Stud, and for several years was in charge of the 
horses at the C. V. Whitney farm, adjoining 
Greentree. Neither Mr. Shutts nor Mr. Kane has 
plans for the future; both are among the most 
capable horsemen in the country. 

The new superintendent at Greentree Farm is 
J. Edward Bassett, who already held a similar 
position at John Hay Whitney’s Mare’s Nest and 
will now combine the two farms under one head. 


Thoroughbred Club Dinner 


The Thoroughbred Club of America’s annual 
testimonial dinner will be held Saturday night, 
October 18, at the Student Union Building on the 
University of Kentucky campus, it was an- 
nounced last week. Hal Price Headley, breeder, 
owner, trainer, and president of the Keeneland 
Association, will be the guest of honor. The din- 
ner is open to the public, ladies included, the 
cost per plate being $5.

Queen Isabella Stakes 


A new stakes will be offered this fall at Laurel 
Park, the management of the track has an- 
nounced, in response to requests from breeders 
for more high-class races for fillies and mares. 
The new event is the Queen Isabella, with $5,000 
added, at 1% miles. It is to be run annually on 
Columbus Day, hence the name, but this year 
Columbus Day falls on Sunday, so the inaugural 
running of the stakes will be on Monday, October 
13. Closing date is September 30. The addition 
of this race gives Laurel Park nine flat race 
stakes and two steeplechase stakes in 25 days.

James E. West, 63, died at his home in New 
York City after a short illness. He had been a 
racing clerk at several leading tracks. 

W. J. Sprow, of Sandusky, Ohio, has purchased 
the 2-year-old filly Sun Risk, by Chance Shot— 
Sun Hussy, by *Sun Briar, from C. W. Damon. 

Bobby Dotter, popular one-time jockey and 
now training a string of horses, took “percent- 
age” honors for trainers at Del Mar. He saddled 
seven horses and five of them won. 

Virgil R. Phillips, 17, brought home the first 
winner of his riding career September 13 when 
he was up on Mrs. A. M. Creech’s De Kalb in the 
fourth race at Hawthorne. He is a native of 
Eden, Idaho, and is under contract to Mrs. 
Creech. 

John L. Keeshin, president of the National 
Jockey Club which operates Sportsman's Park 
near Chicago, has announced that the daily dis- 
tribution at the half-mile track this fall will be 
the highest in its history. No figures were re- 
leased with the story. 

Gibson White and W. J. Rosemire, both highly 
successtul in harness horse racing, have pur- 
chased in partnership three Thoroughbred year- 
lings from Mrs. Sanford C. Lyne, a chestnut colt 
by Maedic—-Betty Hanes, a chestnut colt by Good 
Goods—Norther, and a bay filly by Agrarian— 
Anna Leighton. 

Reno Decree (Whiskalong—-Rash Promise), 
which Lord Carnarvon bought at the Saratoga 
sales of 1939, and which was a stakes winner in 
England last year at two, has been sold to “a 
patron of Dudley Williams’ stable,’ according to 
the Sporting Life, and is to be trained for racing 
under National Hunt rules. 

The 24-day Dade Park meeting which came to 
a close September 1, saw $117,500 being dis- 
tributed, a daily average of $4,500. J. Fred Miles, 
of Louisville, Ky., was the leading owner at the 
meeting, winning eight races and $5,275. Second 
with $575 less than the leader but winner of the 
same number of races was J. C. Ellis, president 
of the Dade Park course. D. Madden was the 
leading jockey, riding 131 winning mounts. Sec- 
ond was G. King with 113 winning races and third 
was C. Blanco with 72. M. C. Goodsell and W. C. 
Weant were tied for leading training honors with 
eight winners each. O. Clelland, O. Johnson, E. E. 
Major, and W. Phillips were next with six winners 
each.

Old Rivals, Still Rivals 


In 1930 two fillies began a rivalry which is 
continuing to this year. In 1930 J. E. Widener’s 
*Buckup, a 2-year-old daughter of Buchan—-Look 
Up, by Ultimus, and C. V. Whitney’s Avenger, a 
2-year-old daughter of *Dis Donc—-Nemesis, by 
*Johren, began a series of meetings which saw 
them start seven times against each other in two 
years. *Buckup had the better record, winning 
five races; Avenger won one and beat *Buckup 
to the wire in the other when she finished fourth 
and the Widener miss was fifth. One of *Buck- 
up’s victories over Avenger was in the seven- 
furlong Test Stakes at Saratoga. Avenger won 
the 114,-mile Gazelle Stakes, with *Buckup not 
numbered among the starters. 

On August 28, 1941, *Buckup’s 6-year-old 
gelded son Bucking, by Chance Shot, met Aven- 
ger’s 4-year-old daughter, Spiteful, by *St. Ger- 
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mans, in the 214-mile Johnny Bullman Handi- 
cap, one of Washington Park’s series of distance 
races. Bucking won by four lengths with Spite- 
ful second. A week later the two met again, in 
the 214-mile Great Western Handicap, climax of 
the Chicago track’s distance series; this time 
Spiteful proved the winner, with Bucking fourth. 

Avenger’s longest winning race was the 1\4¢- 
mile Gazelle Stakes, and the greatest distance at 
which *Buckup was able to win was seven fur- 
longs, in the Test Stakes. *Buckup’s other 
stakes-winning son, Roman, is one of the best 
sprinters in the country.

High Prices for Hunters 


An exceptional average of $1,286 was realized 
for 17 hunters when Miss Deborah G. Rood, of 
Wilmington, Del., dispersed her stable of hunters 
on September 6 at Fair Hill, Md., the day of the 
Foxcatcher hunt meet, with Auctioneer George 
Swinebroad of Lancaster, Ky., in the stand. 


Miss Rood, who has been dealing in horses for 
the past eight years, has been extremely success- 
ful, not only in selling horses but in the number 
of ribbons her stable has taken. During the 
period she has been engaged in this work she has 
sold 439 horses, including the 17 sold on Sep- 
tember 6. 


Top price was the $3,300 paid for *Dublin Ven- 
ture, a 9-year-old grey gelding by Gilling Castle, 
a son of Lemberg. This 17.1 heavyweight hunter 
went to C. B. Sweatt, of Minnesota. Mr. Sweatt 
was the largest buyer, taking home four head for 
$9,050. He also paid the second highest price, 
$3,000, for the middleweight 8-year-old Thor- 
oughbred mare, Moving Picture, a daughter of 
Thunderation. 


Ten of the 17 head were Thoroughbreds, in- 
cluding Golden Coin, a brother to the stakes win- 
ner Gold Seeker and half-brother to the stakes 
winner Golden Fate, and Burgonet, a half-brother 
to the stakes winner Hypnotism (by Wildair).

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SIRES OF JUVENILE WINNERS 


HROUGH the racing of Saturday, September 

13, there had been 1,336 races for 2-year- 
olds on the recognized courses in North America. 
First monies in these 1,336 races amounted to 
$1,378,201, an average of $1,031 a race, and the 
races had been divided among 797 winners, the 
get of 305 sires. While no exactly comparable 
figures are available from last year’s statistics, 
the average apparently indicates an increase in 
the average first money paid out in such races 
this year. Last year the average first money 
was $901 on August 1, $965 on November 2, $963 
for the whole year. This year’s statistics are 
not quite complete, owing to the fact that the 
charts of numerous small meetings do not be- 
come available for posting until Daily Racing 
Form’s monthly chart books are received. 

The leading sire of 2-year-olds in point of 
money won by his get is Good Goods, property 
of Brookmeade Stable and Thomas Piatt and 
standing at Mr. Piatt’s Brookdale Farm, Lexing- 
ton. In the first crop of 2-year-olds to represent 
Good Goods at the races is Alsab, a $700 yearling 
bargain last year, now the leading money-win- 
ning juvenile performer of the season. The lead- 
ers ranked according to first monies:
